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From one generation to the next: A retiree passes the nursing torch

“L will soon graduate and have 

a lifetime dedicated to nursing,” 
writes Julia Halpers, a senior in the 
Rush College of Nursing’s BSN pro- 
gram and recipient of the Dorothy 
E. Yates Endowment Fund for 
Nursing Education. “1 will continue 
to further my education and experi- 
ence the great freedom to learn.” 


Words like these must make Dorothy 
Yates, Presbyterian 1937, incredibly 
proud. Because this 88-year-old retired 
nurse helped make it happen. 


With almost a half century of nurs- 
ing experience under her belt, Yates 
knows all too well the importance 
of a good nursing education and the 

" many opportunities it affords. That’s 
why she established the Dorothy E. 
Yates Endowment Fund for Nursing 
Education. This fund provides tuition 
assistance to students like Halper so 
that they can reap the many rewards 
of nursing — rewards that Yates still 
appreciates today. “A nursing degree 
provided me the means to make my 
living,” she says. “It gave me an 
entrance to many things.” 


Coming of age in the midst of the 
Depression, Yates was no stranger 

to the financial woes that face many 
prospective students today. Although 
not nearly as hard hit as other families 
during that time, the Yates family 
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Dorothy Yates in her 1937 Presbyterian class 
photo. Yates has started an endowment fund that 
provides tuition assitance to nursing students. 
could afford to send only one of their 
two daughters to school; the other 
would have to wait. So after graduat- 
ing from high school, Yates enjoyed 
her freedom, while her sister went to 
college. 


Yates would be the first to admit that 
she wasn’t one to heed a special calling 
when it comes to nursing. “My sister 
was the one who got the application 
and sent it in; it wasn’t really some- 
thing I was all that interested in, but 
in those days there really wasn’t much 
else women could do,” she says. 


But once she arrived at Presbyterian 
Hospital for her training, Yates was 
hooked. “I really liked it. I was always 
a people person, and science and medi- 
cine intrigued me,” she says. A self- 
described rebel, Yates recalls giving her 
instructors trouble from time to time, 
but she never lost respect for one of 


her mentors, Helena McMillan, direc- 
tor of the Presbyterian Hospital School 
of Nursing. 


Just nine months after graduating, Yates 
found herself as head nurse in women’s 
medicine at Presbyterian Hospital. 
After working at Presbyterian, Yates left 
Chicago — nursing degree in hand — 
seeking adventure on the west coast. 
“Nursing allowed me the opportunity to 
go wherever | wanted to go,” she says. 
And go she did. Yates lived and worked 


in Washington, Oregon and California.

Nursing responds to Sept. 11

As | write this issue’s column, | am profound- 
ly aware of how different our world is today 
from what it was a year ago. 


In the past year, we've witnessed so many 
horrors — from the events of September 11 
to anthrax to recurring violence in the Middle 
East. With so much uncertainty and fear, I've 
never been so keenly aware of the impor- 
tance of our profession. In this time of crisis, 
nurses have stepped up to the plate in so 
many ways — from volunteering at ground 
_ zero to helping identify new cases of anthrax 
to helping develop emergency preparedness 
strategies in cities all around the country. 


As our world changes, we at the Rush 
College of Nursing have been taking a close 
look at our curriculum. We want to ensure 
that our graduates are prepared for these 
circumstances. So we've incorporated more 
information about bioterrorism and the han- 
dling of mass casualties into our classes. The 
college also joined the Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Nurses Alumni Association, the 
Rush Division of Nursing and several hon- 
orary societies (Gamma Phi, Zeta Sigma, 
Alpha Beta, Alpha Lambda, Sigma Theta 
Tau International and the Golden Lamp 
Society) to organize a symposium entitled 
“Terrorism: The Nursing Response.” 


This symposium, held in November, attracted 
an enormous crowd. Topics included emer- 
gency responses to mass casualties (present- 
ed by Dino Rumoro, DO, clinical chairman, 
Rush Emergency Services), bioterrorism 
weapons (presented by John Segreti, MD, 
Rush epidemiologist) and psychology of mass 
casualties (presented by Marianne Dlugo, 
FS/C, American Red Cross). What we learned 
was invaluable, and I'd like to thank every- 
one who helped make this event a success. 
For more information about Rush’s emer- 
gency preparedness, please read the 

current issue of the RushRecord. 


Despite the tragic events of the past year, 
we have done our best to move forward and 
focus on the positive. It was a banner year 
for research at the college, with submitted

research proposals topping $6.8 million. 

Our new doctor of nursing program, which 
began winter quarter, increased graduate- 
level enrollment by 14 students as compared 
to fall enrollment. Moreover, the number of 
applicant inquiries for September admission 
has exceeded those of the last five years. 
This June, 12 nursing service scholarship 
graduates begin their 28-month service 
commitment to the hospital. 


And the biggest news was that Larry 
Goodman, MD, was named president and 
CEO of Rush. Larry was formerly the dean of 
Rush Medical College and senior vice presi- 
dent of medical affairs at Rush. | am thrilled 
for Larry and look forward to working with 
him in his new role. 


Larry has made several new appointments, 
including naming Jacob (Jack) Fox, MD, 
provost of Rush University. In the past, this 
position has not been active, and the presi- 
dent and CEO acted as “provost.” For more 
insight about Dr. Goodman and his plans, 
see the RushRecord. 


Despite the global situation, | remain hopeful 
for the future — especially at the local level. 
Because at Rush we remain committed to 
excellence. And as we partner with the new 
leadership, we anticipate productive and suc- 
cessful times ahead for the Medical Center 
and the College of Nursing.

Then Yates’s ailing father brought her 
back to Chicago — and Presbyterian 
Hospital, where he was a patient. She 
fondly recalls the warmth with which 
she was greeted. “The staff found out 
that I was staying at the YWCA,” she 
says. “And then they moved me to a 
much more comfortable room in the 
nursing residence.” 


While attending to the needs of her 
father, Yates stayed in Chicago and 
returned to nursing at Presbyterian 
where she found herself working in 
an area she didn’t particularly like. 
“They really wanted me to stay, 
though, so they moved me to the cen- 
tral free dispensary clinic and I loved 
it,” she says. “It was my favorite job.” 


Yates eventually moved to Clinton, 
lowa, where she taught nursing and 
enjoyed working with students. But 
Chicago’s Wesley Hospital (now 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital) 
lured her back. After working days in 
the hospital and nights at Oscar Mayer 
— one of Chicago’s corporate “hot- 
dogs” — Yates was offered a full-time 
position with the company. And for 
the remaining 11 years of her career, 
she attended to the health needs of 
the company’s employees. 


Retired since 1978, Yates remains true 
to her school. Not only has she estab- 
lished the endowment fund that bears 
her name, but she has also made 
investments in Rush through its gift 
annuity program — from which she 
receives regular payments with tax 
benefits. Rush has also been included 
in her estate plans (see box on p. 1), 
extending her support to health care 
education far beyond the years of 


her life. 


But Yates’s contributions to Rush aren’t 
all about money. She readily shares 
stories of her positive experiences as 

a nurse in the hope that others will 
follow her path — a path that has 
enriched both her life and the lives 


of those around her. @

director of nursing services. There, she 
was involved in planning for a new 
hospital. 


After nine years in Kentucky, she 
returned to her home state and her 
alma mater to chair the Division of 
Nursing at Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Hospital from 1960 to 1972.

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Change drives the College of Nursing

This year, we're celebrating the 30th anniver- 
sary of the Rush University College of Nursing. 
Since its inception in 1972, the college has 
gone through many changes to keep up with 
the rapidly evolving nursing profession. But 
there is a saying: “Without change, there can 
be no progress.” 


So it is with pleasure that I'd like to tell you 
about some of the changes we have been 
making in the college. We made a big change 
in our curriculum by incorporating training 
on complementary and alternative therapies. 

_ And to discuss this change, we sponsored 

a conference in November entitled, “Winds 

of Change: Integrating Complementary and 

Alternative Therapies into Management of 

Immune Disorders.” The curriculum and the 

conference were supported by a grant from 

the National Center for Complementary and 

Alternative Medicine. Janice Zeller, PhD, RN, 

professor, adult health nursing, is leading this 

new effort to educate health care professionals 
on the integration of complementary and alter- 
native modalities into conventional practice. 


Another major change is our doctor of nursing 
(ND) program. As you may remember, the first 
ND graduate program in the country was initi- 
ated at Rush in 1988. It was an advanced prac- 
tice degree program until January of this year, 
when we changed the focus, at the request of 
graduates of the program, to business and 
leadership. This new ND program will give 
graduates the business savvy they need to 
become the next generation of nursing leaders. 
And with online access to classes, students 
need to come to campus only a few times. 

Our first meeting with the new class was 
October 2002. 


The “change” trajectory continues with our 
new accelerated BSN program, which begins 
in January. We will be admitting 50 students 
to the 12-month program, which is designed 
for students who have already earned college 
degrees in other disciplines. This new program 
is especially important, because in just one 
year it will give a boost to a nursing workforce 
that is experiencing critical shortages.

Admitting persons with disabilities to nursing 
programs has not been a common practice to 
date in this country, and that’s something we 
hope to change. To support this cause, the 
college is sponsoring a symposium in April, 
2003, entitled “Students with Disabilities: 
Nursing Education and Practice,” where some 
of the nation’s leading experts will present 
position papers on education, employment, 


regulatory issues and accommodations related 


to this subject. The symposium is funded 
by grants from the Eli Lilly Pharmaceutical 
Company and the Siragusa Foundation 

of Chicago. 


And | am happy to announce that in June 
the college received a $1 million endowment 
for student scholarships from the Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Woman's Board. 
Adding to this excitement was the fact that 
about 70 percent of the graduating BSN stu- 
dents were hired on by the Medical Center. 


This is the highest percentage in recent history, 


demonstrating the college's success in training 
the best nurses and showing that the college 
provides an important return on investments in 
education made by the Medical Center. This 
close bond between the educational and clini- 
cal aspects of the Medical Center is just one 
reason why Rush earned the Magnet Award for 
excellence in nursing this year (see page 1).

Rush’s tradition of excellence in 
nursing dates back to the late 19th 
century, when St. Luke’s became 
the 35th nursing school in the 
country to open. Soon after the 
turn of the century, Presbyterian 
established its school of nursing, the 
first to put its students on an eight- 
hour day and the first to require 

its graduates to complete a three- 
and-a-half year program. In 1956, 
Presbyterian and St. Luke’s hospitals 
merged, bringing these two leading 
nursing schools together and laying 
the groundwork for what would 
become one of the country’s top 
colleges of nursing and a pioneer 

of the teacher-practitioner model. 


Throughout the years, these hospi- 
tals and schools have continued 

to set the standard for the nursing 
profession. And while the names 
have changed a bit since then, that 
standard has remained the same — 
excellence in education, research 
and clinical practice. 


Magnet validates what Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical 
Center and its nurses — students, 
faculty and staff — have been doing 
for decades: applying innovative 
approaches to patient care and 
strengthening professional skills 
through continuing education. At 
Rush, clinical practice and educa- 
tion have always gone hand in 
hand. One cannot succeed without 
the other. Magnet is just one more 
example of how true that is. 


“Our patients and physicians have 
commented for years that our nurses 
were, simply put, outstanding, and a 
cut above the rest,” says Goodman. 
“And even though we have always 
known how great our nurses are, it’s 
great to hear that the word has 
spread nationally.” @
